enough of church and state union. They 
resolved upon a separation of l»ie two. 
Under that 'kind of constitution this 
country has become the greatest, most 
prosperous of any in the'world. It has 
become such because of these principles 
for which our forefathers stood. Those 
grand old. documents, the 
Declaration 


of Independence and the Constitutipn of 
the "United States, are pregnant -with 
the noblest and loftiest sentiments of 
liberty, inalienable rights, freedom in re-' 
ligion and equality of all religions before 
the law. 


"Individual freedom to worship or not 


to worship is a divine right 


"The man who makes no profession of 


religion should enjoy . the. protection of 
•the state in his right to worship, or not 


•%to worship, just as much as the man who 


i makes a profession of religion. 


VIRTUE BY LAW. 
"I asked a leader, of the National Re- 


form Association'who' advocated making 
people good by law if he 'would like to 
live in .a community which didn't want 
to do right, but was compelled by law to 
do so.

' live there all his life... I reminded him of 


tha penitentiary. - If the people of this 
country must be forced by law to do 
good.

Reformers, and lately .the Christian Cit- 
izenship movement under their fostering, 
have lobbied Congress and Btato legisla- 
tures and have introduced these religious 
bills. But through our religious liberty 
organization we have been Instrumental 
In'defeating many of these measures.

I the total number, and 542 common words 
constituted seven-eighths of the aggre- 
gate. 


"How 
limited this, number is," says 


Dr. Ayres, "becomes most apparent when 
it is considered that the ordinary desk 
dictionary contains from 40,000 to 60,000 
separate words, while small pocket dic- 
tionaries contain from 23,000 to 40,000.'.; 
He points out that the average American 
1 does not e\ en begin to make use of ttie 
words he learns in the elementary grades 
In school, for the elementary school spell- 
Ing books contain from 10,000 to 15,000 
separate words. 


GOOD BASIS SOUGHT. 


The explanation Is, lie thinks, that the 


pupils temporarily master for spelling 
purposes thousands of words which they 
proceed to forget as soon as they pass 
out of the elementary grades; *nd he 
suggests an extended investigation to de- 
termine just what words are most needed 
for ordinary use, to the end that a really 
fundamental list may be taught so thor- 
oughly as never to be forgotten. 'Such 
a list, he thinks, would then furnish a 
sound basis for increase in vocabulary. 


The correspondence examined by Dr. 


Ayres was of various kinds, including 
.letters to a mall order house; letters re-

special Importance, will have to wait for 
nearly thrfo years befoie they can' hope 
for a verdict. 
Chief Justice White and his associates 
have been ablo to "speed up" 
iti 
the 
hearing o/ Important litigation, but they 
have not been able to keep pace in the 
preparation of decisions. In conscciuenco 
over 150 eases, winch have been heard. 
hut upon which no dc-cioion 
"i.is 
been 
rendered, arc on tiu- docket foi the com- 
ing session. 
Among these are the i>o- 
calied state railroad rate cases, cases in- 
volving- the constitutionality of the news- 
paper puIllicit} clause in the last post- 
office bill, cas.es involving the constitu- 
tionality of the "white slave" act, the 
\Visconsin pure food law. tho Intermoun- 
tain rate cases, tho applicability of the 
'corporation tax to incomes on leased 
railroads, and the Florida lemon 
rate 
case. 
Some of these have been under 


consideration for more than a year. 


LEGAL PROBLEMS.

In his defense he attacked the validity of 
the provision In the enabling act retain- 
ing in the federal government control 
over the Indians lands. He Alleged that 
the Pueblo Indians hold their land by 
irrant through the kingdom of 
Spain, 
that they were civilised Indialns and that 
the restriction was Invalid. The Indians

OF WICKERSHAM: 


AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 22.— 
The Harriman merger will 
not be dissolved till Attorney 
General 
Wickersham 
goes 


out of office. 
For the next 


few days the railroad officials 
will stall along without tak- 
ing definite action. 


That at least is the opinion 


o£ railroad men who are in 
touch with the situation. A 
plan for unscrambling 
the 


merger had been tentatively agreed upon, but 
some of the Southern Pacific stockholders stren- 
uously objected, and the Western Pacific butted in 
with a claim to be treated as a party in interest. 
Wickersham telegraphed to Judge Lovett that the 
Western Pacific's claims should be taken into con- 
sideration. 
This was equivalent to a command. 


Its effect was to spoil the broth and open new 
fields of contention. Then the State Railroad Com- 
mission chipped in and added to the confusion. 


The result is that the talk will be earned into 


the next administration, when another Attorney- 
General is at the helm. The railroad people do not 
know how Wilson will treat them, but they argue 
that they cannot fare worse with Wilson than they 
are faring with Taft, and they feel irritated that 
Wickersham has taken it upon himself to boss the^ 
details of the whole business. 


Judge Lovett has gone back East, leaving the 


unmerging to his subordinates. They are working 
away, as they expected to get through with the job 
right away, but it is not likely that they will do 
anything. Lovett went East very suddenly, which 
provokes the surmise that he has decided to let the 
whole matter go over till Wickersham's successor is 
appointed. The officials here are merely stalling 
against time.

The Rolph-SprecKels Controversy 


Opinion is divided whether Mayor Rolph or 


Rudolph Spreckels is coming out best in the episto- 
lary combat they are waging 
at 
long range. 


Spreckels has nothing to lose. He could scarcely 
make himself more unpopular than he is at present. 
But what hurts Rolph is the impression conveyed by 
the letters on both that Rolph had acknowledged 
Spreckels' suzerainty when he. became a candidate 
for office. 


Rolph denied to others that he had any private 


understanding with Spreckels, but 
some of his 


friends-are now convinced that he was playing both 
ends against the middle and had led Spreckels to 
believe that he would be another Edward Robeson 
Taylor, nominally filling the office of mayor but al- 
lowing Spreckels to dictate his policy and chief ap- 
pointments. 


This impression hurts. It does Spreckels no good, 


but it does Rolph harm. The town laughed at the 
way Rolph dressed Spreckels down, but the laughter 
had in it a ring of contempt for the mayor for 
placing himself in a position to be rebuked and 
bullied by Spreckels.- 


Nine of the Supervisors, headed by Bancroft and 


Murphy, take their orders from Spreckels, regarding 
Rolph as merely a figure-head for the boss. If the 
mayor goes contrary to -the boss' orders, they fol- 
low the boss, as they did in the Spring Valley 
matter. 
justice Shaw to Retire 


Justice Shaw will retire from the Supreme Court 


at the end of his term; he has so announced, and 
the lawyers are looking about for a man to succeed 
him. 


Curiously enough, candidates are not numerous. 


Several reasons combine to make aspirants reluc- 
tant to make a fight for the Supreme Bench. 


First, there is the recall, and second, there is the 


primary law, which compels candidates to <jn before 
the people without a party badge. Candidates must 
make a fight for-the nomination in an open primary 
and then make a second run for the 
nomination. 


Their names appear on the ballot without a party 
designation. 


The man most mentioned for Justice Shaw's place 


is Judge John Murphey of Mono County. It is cer- 
tain that he wiH start in the race. He has a wide 
acquaintance among lawyers and in fraternal so- 
cieties. He has gained great favor by serving as 
substitute judge in various counties. He has pre- 
sided frequently in San Francisco, Alameda and Los 
Angeles, and is noted for his rapid rii«pitch of busi- 
ness. 


Recently Judge Murphey has been sitting as a 


judge of the District Court of Appeals in place of 
Judge Kerrigan, who is incapacitated by illness. He 
has impressed his colleagues by his ability and in- 
dustry, also the members of the Supreme 
Court, 


and-hence will receive strong support'from the law- 
yers throughout the State.

of the eligibles are hoping to succeed either Judge I 


Morrow or Judge De Haven. Judge Coffey is look- 
ing that way and so is Lawlor.. Judge Seawell, the 
ablest judge on the San Francisco Superior bench, 
will say nothing and do nothing. Then there are 
Judge Shields of Sacramento and Judge Dooling of 
San Benito but both are aspiring to the 
Federal 


bench. 


Judge Coniey of Madera may want to make an- 


other try for the Supreme bench. He once made a 
great run against Judge McFarland on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. McFarland so narrowly escaped de- 
feat at the hands of the young cow county judge 
that he was sore over the election to the day of his 
death. 


Judge Coniey is presiding at the Darrow trial in 


Los Angeles, and will be a strong candidate if he 
decides to enter the field.

Phelan As Wilson's Almoner 


An amusing contest for the collectorship is going 


on between J. 0. Davis, chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, and Charlie Fay, formerly James 
D. Phelan's private secretary and at present Phe- 
lan's political valet. The comic feature of this 
contest is that it is a struggle for Phelan's favor. 
The rival aspirants have settled it in their own 
minds that Phelan will distribute the Federal pat- 
ronage in California, and are paying no attention 
to Woodrow Wilson. It is Phelan that counts with 
them. 


The story is going the rounds that nobody can 


expect an appointment at the hands of Wilson un- 
less he has Phelan's 0. K. "Get Phelan to certify 
that you are a Democrat, and then get the State 
committee to endorse your application," is the ad- 
vice given to all office-seekers. The fun of it is that 
the State committee will not endorse anybody Phe- 
lan disapproves, because a majority of the members 
are looking for jobs, and will do nothing to offend 
Phelan. The belief is so firmly grounded that Wil- 
son will do just as Phelan says that Phelan is likely 
to become the distributer of patronage by common 
consent, or by default of any contest to his pre- 
tensions. 


Charlie Fay is a joke, and his only claim to atten- 


tion is that he is a hanger-on of Phelan's. Davis is 
an awkward, well-meaning young man from San 
Benito County, who knows about as much about the 
custom house as a goat does about parliamentary 
law. He believes he has a preferred claim because, 
as he says, Phelan gave him spme sort of a promise 
prior to the election. But 'that was when Phelan 
wanted Davis to follow his directions in handling 
the State committee. It is different now. Davis 
has some -scruples and is of rather an independent 
turn of mind. As Collector of the Port he would not 
answer Phelan's purpose nearly as well as Charlie 
Fay would.

So it is safe to say that Fay will be Phelanjs 


'choice. But Senator Shanahan, the tall sycamore 
of Shasta, has got into the ring and proposes to 
carry his fight to the White House. He is not yet 
convinced that Phelan will have the whole say, and 
will appeal to Bryan for recognition. Shanahan was 
first a candidate for the mint, but suddenly switched 
out of that fight and became a candidate to succeed 
Fred Stratton. 
Spoils For Democrats 


The Democrats will fall into the big Federal of- 


fices very soon after the change of administration. 
Fred Stratton has given up hope that he will be con- 
firmed before Taft goes out; Ralston's name has 
never been sent into the Senate, and Lea.ch will re- 
sign in June. So the Democrats will get the cus- 
tom house, the sub-treasury and the mint right 
away. 


General Stone has yet a year to serve as Naval 


Officer, but his office may be abolished before his 
term expires. The McVeagh plan of reorganization 
would eliminate him and Duncan McKinlay, Sur- 
veyor of the Port. If the plan recommended' by 
McVeagh should be carried out, Democratic ap- 
pointees will get places equivalent to those now 
filled by Stone and McKinlay. 


John McNab has three years yet to serve as 


United States District Attorney, and it is expected 
that he will not be disturbed. His brother, Gavin 
McNab, is a 'potential Democratic leader and it is 
probable that his influence will deter any one from 
attempting to get John removed. Besides, McNab 
has made such a record for efficiency since he has 
been in office that it will be hard to find colorable 
grounds for his removal. 


Frpd Stmtton hf>? vote« enough in the Senate to 


confirm him, but under the agreement entered into 
by the Democratic Senators his name cannot be 
taken up. He is caught in the general blockade, 
and his appointment will die with the passing of 
Taft from the White House. 
Johnson Gets Restive 


It is said that Governor Johnson is growing 


restive at the heavy expense the Harbor Commis- 
sion is under. The expenses have heavily increased 
since Dwyer has been at the head of the commis- 
sion, and the Governor is not at all pleased at the 
comparative showing. He io far from convinced 
that the increased expense is necessary. 


This may be all talk, however, for if the Governor 


has done any kicking he has spoken his mind to the 
commissioners and not to the newspapers. 


It is known that Governor Johnson 
desires to 


make the improvement of the San Francisco water- 
front one of the conspicuous performances of his 
administration, and it is not likely that he is pleased 
with au expense account which invites unfavorable 
comparison. The increase in the salary roll and the 


number of employes is something that 
has not 


escaped his attention, nor is it likely to bo altogether 
pleasing to him. 
Blessing's of Tombstone Government 


"San Francisco is suffering from tombstone gov- 


ernment," said Gavin McNab the other day. "The 
salaries paid by the city will not call to its service 
men of experience and proved ability, and no mayor 
since Frank McCoppin has followed the policy of 
picking bright, capable young men ambitious to 
make a reputation and putting them to the front. 
McCoppin made men and he made a record for effi- 
ciency that has never been equalled by any of his 
successors, and he made it in a time when efficiency 
did not count for as much as it does nowadays, and 
when the spoils system was the rule in the munici- 
pal administration. 


"Now we go to the tombstones for efficiency. It 


is the epitaphs that count. When there is a place 
to fill the mayor goes through the cemetery and 
when he sees an inscription reading 'Sacred to the 
memory of John Jones,1 who died in 1852, and a list 
of his virtues set forth in the usual graveyard rhet- 
oric, he says, 'Here's a good man; I'll appoint him.' 


"So we have a government of tombstones- and of 


the dead ones who lie under them. We have been 
living under the influence of the charnel house and 
the weight of monumental respectability for years", 
hence the graveyard aspect to our municipal activi- 
ties. We are always going back to the dead when 
we want live mnn, rummaging around the tombs 
when we want energy and inspiration.

progress and the tomb as the symbol of intellect 
and virtue."

discussing Joaquin Miller and his title to literary 
fame at one of the clubs. 


"I never thought much of Joaquin's poetry," said 


one of the party. "His get-up proved him a faker. 
When a man has to advertise by wearing 
the 


mountain hunter's rig of the vintage of fifty and 
whiskers of the Robinson Crusoe variety his poetry 
must be pretty poor stuff." 


"Did you ever read any of it?" asked an old 


gentleman noted for his wide reading and literary 
acumen. 


"Yes." 
"What pieces?" 
It transpired that the critic could only remember 


two or three short poems printed in the newspapers 
the day after the poet of the Sierras died. The old 
gentleman moved away as if he had no further in- 
terest in the talk. 


"It is impossible to take seriously the writings of 


a man who dressed as freakishly as old Joaquin," 
continued the critic, as if shooting his words at his 
questioner. The old gentleman returned. 


"Ever read Tolstoy?" he asked irrelevantly. 
"Yes." 
"What do you think of him?" 
"Tolstoy was a great genius—one of the most 


brilliant literary lights of his age." 


"That is because you never saw Tolstoy in the 


flesh—only knew him through trie medium of his 
writings. Had you been as familiar with his daily 
appearance as you were with Joaquin Miller's I fear 
your opinion of his genius would be as contemptible 
as your opinion of Miller." 


"Why there's no comparison between Tolstoy and 


Joaquin Miller," said the critic with some heat. 


"No more than between Voltaire and John Milton, 


or between Gibbon and Goethe," replied his tor- 
mentor. 
"But Tolstoy was far more eccentric in 


dress and habit than Joaquin Miller. He was 
absurdly childish in certain matters, and by many 
people who knew him quite as well as you knew 
Joaquin Miller was regarded as half silly and an 
object of contempt. Such acquaintances did not 
read his books, because they thought the writings 
of so unconventional a man must necessarily be 
foolish." 


"Yet," the speaker continued, "Tolstoy gave 


utterance to thoughts and ideas—often quite as 
inartistically expressed as Miller's—that will chal- 
lenge attention and excite admiration for genera- 
tions to come. It was not wisdom but genius— 
genius illuminating dark and obscure places like a 
half-witted rrpaturp fa«hing a lantern ir. caves ar.d 
tunnels and over black abysses which appal but com- 
pel investigation. 


"Joaquin Miller's genius was not of the 
same 


sort, but it was of the same character. The origi- 
nality of his thought was reflected in his dress and 
personal peculiarities. 
He was not eccentric be- 


cause he wanted to make people believe he was a 
poet; he was eccentric because he was a poet. His 
oddities were not more grotesque than Samuel 
Johnson's, and Johnson had a strong, sane under- 
standing. Miller was a humorist as well as a poet. 
He laughed at people while mocking them with a 
garb th-it «*ppea!"d to his taste and fancy and -,var> 
in keeping with his intense individuality. People 
used to think Edgar A. Poe's poems must be bad 
because he got drunk and was rather shady in 
financial matters, but the world has learned betUr 
since their day."

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California Stone for California Building. 


A few years ago the Chamber of Commerce, the Board of Su- 


pervisors and other public bodies of San Francisco were passing 
resolutions protesting against the importation from other States 
of stone to be used in erecting Federal buildings in California. In 
these resolutions it was urged that California abounded in a great 
variety of building stone of beauty and durability—marble, gran- 
ite, sandstone, etc.; and that it was unnecessary and unjust to go 
abroad for building materials for use in this State when the quar- 
ries of California could supply the demand equally as well, if not 
better, than it could be supplied elsewhere. 


But now it is proposed to use limestone from Indiana in the 


construction of the buildings planned for San Francisco's civic 
center. At least, the assertion is made in a circular letter sent 
out by the Home Industry League. We hope the statement is not 
true. It would be a mistake for San Francisco to import stone 
for her public buildings when fine building stone can be had in 
abundance and variety at home. To do so would contradict the 
assertion of the San Francisco public bodies made when they 
urged the government to build the postoffice, custom house and 
sub-treasury of California stone. 


The protest of the Home' Industry League is justified. The 


quarries of this State will never be developed, and become the 
sources of wealth they can be made, if we go on bringing our 
building stone from other States. The quarries of California 
bring business to San Francisco, but the money spent in Indiana, 
Utah, Maine and Vermont contributes nothing to the commerce 
of; San Francisco or to the upbuilding of California. 


Of course granite costs more than limestone, but if granite 


be too expensive, we have sandstones in variety that will vie in 
cheapness, beauty and durability with limestone from Indiana or 
sandstone from Utah. There are marble quarries in Tuolumne, 
Inyo and other counties, but they cannot be worked to a profit if 
we persist in blunging marble from Vermont and Georgia. By go- 
ing abroad and letting the resources lying at our doors remain 
dormant, the development of the State is retarded and home in- 
dustry discouraged. 


All public buildings in California should be built of California 


stone, if stone is to be used as the building material. It will be a 
reproach to San Francisco if she sends to Indiana or any other 
State for the stone which is to be used in her civic buildings. 
Patronize home industry and advertise the resources of Cali- 
fornia,

Chance of Peace In Mexico. 


The deposition, of Madero has cleared the Mexican situation 


somewhat, but it has by no means insured peace to the distracted 
country. Huerta has not been formally recognized as president by 
any of the foreign powers, and the governors of three States— 
Coahuila, Sonora and Yucatan—have thus far refused to recog- 
nize him as the head of the government. Nevertheless there is a 
cessation of hostilities throughout the country, and it. is thought 
Orozco, Salazar and Zapata "will give their adhesion.to Huerta's 
government. The probability of a break between Felix Diaz and 
Huerta is the chief cause of apprehension at present. Both Huerta 
and Diaz are discredited abroad by the barbarous murder of Gus- 
tavo Madero. Apparently the powers are waiting to see what turn 
events will take before recognizing as de jure a government rest- 
ing on bayonets. Meanwhile the United States is making full prep- 
arations to intervene if intervention should become necessary. Eu- 
rope is leaving everything to Uncle Sam, and Uncle Sam is alive 
to his responsibility. Mexico has had two general revolutions in 
two years besides a number of minor "and local ones, and our gov- 
ernment will be in no haste to acknowledge Huerta till it has re- 
ceived better assurance of his ability to establish his authority

cure a foundation at present for it to be officially recognized 
abroad. But the indications are hopeful. The Mexican people 
are tired of war, and it may be that public opinion is strong 
enough to compel the military chiefs to compose their differences 
and give the country a chance to recover from its desolating ex- 
perience.

The Everlasting Thaw Case. 


The eternal Thaw case is again receiving the attention of the 


press because lawyers and so-called insanity experts are trying 
to secure Thaw's release. That is because Thaw's people are 
enormously rich, a~nd are willing to spend no end of money to 
enable Thaw to regain his liberty. The methods resorted to are 
clandestine and discreditable to the lawyers engaged in Thaw's 
behalf, and the medical testimony relied on to procure his release 
is gravely under the suspicion of having been purchased. 


Queer stories regarding the efforts being made to secure 


Thaw's release prompted Governor Siilzer to order an investiga- 
tion. Some of the testimony given before the committee of'in- 
quiry is decidedly suggestive. Dr. Russell, superintendent of*the 
Matteawan hospital for the criminal insane, where Thaw is1 con- 
fined, testified that William H. Clark, secretary of the committee 
of inquiry, had said to him that "Governor Sulzer would be 
pleased to have Thaw released." The Governor promptly denied 
that Thaw's release would please him or that he had given/ any- 
one to understand that it would please him. 


This places Clark in a queer light. What motive prompted 


him to use the Governor's name obviously to aid Thaw? If hei 
told Dr. Russell a falsehood, it was doubly indecent because of 
the position with .the committee of inquiry. Why did he attempt 
to practice a deception on Dr. Russell which was intended to in- 
fluence him in the discharge of his duty? 


But the most singular part of; Dr. Russell's testimony was his 


statement that he had been offered $20,000 by a lawyer whose 
name he could not remember if he would agree to Thaw's release. 
He said the offer was made in a New York hotel. It is incredible

The Balance of Trade, 


Our old friend the balance of trade has bobbed up in the tariff 


controversy. 
The balance of trade—that is, the difference be- 


tween exports and imports—is in our favor, and has been almo'st 
continuously for half a century. It is assumed that this balance 
represents a profit to this country in its business dealings with 
other countries. The assumption looks plausible, but it will not 
stand the test of! examination. For sixty years the balance of 
trade has been against Great Britain, but Great Britain has 


says an attempt was made to bribe him by somebody he does 
not know.

The use of money corruptly has figured in all these 
scandals. 
Lawyers and medical experts are entangled In the 


golden mess trailing from courtroom to the Matteawan hospital. 
Thaw was saved from the electric chair by a verdict committing 
him for life as an insane criminal. Ever since the ingenuity of 
lawyers and the power o£ money have been continuously em- 
ployed to defeat the ends of justice and the operation of law. 


If Thaw were not a member of a very wealthy family, nobody 


would be interested in procuring his release; he would probably 
have been executed for the murder of Stanford White. American 
jurisprudence and the American bar have suffered in the estima- 
tion of the world by the proceedings in the Thaw case. The 
venal character of much of the expert medical testimony em- 
ployed in such cases has been exposed. Nevertheless wherever 
the influence of money can penetrate it is working for Thaw and

OFFER REFUSED.

The substances generally used 
from 


the earliest dawn of civilization to the 
present tune In Jhe order of their se- 
quence are about as follows- Stone, clay, 
papyrus, palm leaf, paielunent, \eUmn 
and papei. 


In ancient Bible time.0, tablets of stone 


were useJ. 
The Assyilans and Babylo- 


nians resorted 
to 
clay fashioned into 


brlcHs. tablets and cylinders on which 
when in a plastic condition ihey made 
Impressions with Iron rods ending in va- 
rious triangular forma of different sizes 
The letters pressed Into the surface by 
these Implements and resembling inta- 
glios are called tunelform 
characters. 


After the writing had thus been done, 
the 'clay forms were carefully burned 
in ovens to make the Impressions more 
duiable 


The characters on some- of these tab- 


lets aie so fine that one almost needs 
a magnifying glass 
In 
order to read 


them. 
The Biltish museum has a collection 


of clay tablets obtained from the ruined 
palace of Kins Assurbanlpal, Nineveh, 
Assyria. 


These tablets formed a part of the 


famous library gathered by the Assyrian 
King. 
Thev 
contain 
history, science, 


grammar and dlstlonaues In the various 
Babylonian languages. 


When Babylonia was at the zenith of 


Its glory eveiy Important temple had a 
clay-tablet library with cuneiform, in- 
scriptions. 
The tablet books were ap- 


propriately arranged on shelves for ready 
reference. 


The most remarkable of all clay tablet 


discoveries -was recently made at Nip- 
pur, one of the oldest cities of Baby- 
lonia, 


Nippur antedates Nineveh by several 


centuries. 
Here was found among the 


ruins thousands of these tablets, yet all 
of them were not books. 
Many were 


mere- business records such as loans, 
bills of sale and the like. Each tablet 
constituted a leaf and since there was 
no means of holding the leaves together 
a book was formed by piling the leaves 
on top of each other. Then these books 
were stacked up on the shelves of the 
libraries In regular order.

ago. 


In selecting material on which to write 


each nation was Influenced iu a. great 
measure by its natural conditions of en- 
vironment 
Tho Hindus chose the palm 


le.it on -which to recoid their knowledge. 
The kaf was cut Into sections of suit- 
able lengths with a width not exceeding 
three Inches. 
Then 
the 
leaves being 


piled upon 
one 
another 
in sequence 


formed a book. This material was realij 
more durable In some respects than the 
papyrus. 


The chief writing material of ancient 
<5\ pt was papyrus. For centuries other 


countries lying near obtained much of 
this material from Egypt.1 Papyrus is a 
plant which formcrlj 
grew 
In groat 


abundance all along the banks of the 
Nile, but 
it. has now entirely disap- 


peared from Egypt. 
The pith of this 


plant was rolled out Into sheets. These 
sheets were then laid crossways over 
each other and fastened tog-ether with 
some glutinous substance. 


Manuscript rolls of papyrus thirty and 


forty yards long have been found: 


For a thousand years preceding 600 


A. D. tho literature of tho world was 
recorded on papyrus. 


Muny papyrus manuscripts have been 


obtained from the Egyptian tombs in 
connection with the embalmed bodies. 
The manuscripts in each Instance give 
a short sketch of the deceased. 


CARVE ON STONE. 


In the Egyptian temple, writing was 


done by carving the characters on stone 
for greater permanency 
A notable ex- 


ample of this 13 the Hosetta Stone now 
in the British museum. This stone, cele- 
brated as 
hai ing 
furnished the key 


that unlocked the hlpioglyphics that had 
been a sealed book for thousands of 
years, is about four feet long and two 
feet wide. It was dug up at the Rosetta 
mouth of the Nile b> the French when 
they v. ere occupying Egypt under Na- 
poleon. 


The stone fell into the hands of the 


English when the French were driver) 
out by them 


On being removed to the British mu- 


seum, it was carefully studied by emi- 
nent scholars who observed that there 
were three sets of different characters, 
namely, 
Greek, 
demotic 
and 
hiero- 


glyphic. 
The Greek inscriptions were 


easily read. Then the demotic were de- 
ciphered and found to merely repeat the 
text of the Greek. 
Surmising likewise 


that the hieroglyphics but repeated th« 
same -meaning, tho savants found enough 
known cliaracters to enable them at last 
to read the Inscriptions on all of the 
tombs and monuments of Egypt. 


Casts of the Hosetta Stone accompa- 


nied by a translation are to be found In 
all of the nrlncipal colleges and univer- 
sities of the world. 


SEEK SUBSTITUTE. 


At length when Egypt had forbidden 


further exportation of papyrus the coun- 
tries depending upon it-for writing ma- 
terial were compelled to seek a substi- 
tute. 
That substitute was the skins of 


different animals such as sheep, goats 
and calves. These skins when the wool 
and 
hair 
had 
been 
removed 
-were 


stretched and carefully dressed. 
Then 


they were powdered over with lime and 
chalk after which they -were rubbed over 
with fine pumice. 


Sheep and goat skins thus prepared 


are called parchment and the calf skins 
vellum. 


The monks during the middle ages 


kept alive learning for which task we 
of the • present time owe them a great 
debt of gratitude. 
They 
often spent 


their -whole lives In making manuscripts 
and books and copying others, thus dis- 
seminating knowledge not merely reli- 
gious but secular as well. In many In- 
stances this -work was done on parch- 
ment. 


Some of the beautiful illuminated texts 


were done with such ekill by these Inde- 
fatigable workers that no modern color 
printing can equal them. 


At times so scarce did the writing ma- 


terial become that previous manuscripts" 
considered of less value werg^ptffttally 
erased and 
then 
used again. 
These 


parchments 
thus 
reused 
are 
called 


palimpsests. 
In several palimpsests the 


previous writing has been restored and 
valuable classics have b~en saved for 
posterity. 


PARCHMENT IS USED. 


In modern times parchment and vel- 


lum aie frequently used for both writ- 
Ing and printing when the subject mat- 
ter Is to bo preserved a long time. 


Diplomas issued to students graduating 


from colleges and universities are gener- 
ally printed on parchment. Hence when 
we say of a joung graduate that ho has 
Just received his sheep skin, we are but 
stating the literal truth. 


Vellum may be considered to be a su- 


perior kind of parchment. 


Paper parchment used for making out 


certain certificates and for various other 
putpoies Is made by dipping paper into 
a mixture composed of one part water 
and six parts sulphuric acid. Then the 
paper is carefully washed 
until every 


trace of tho 
acid 
is 
removed. 
This 


proce01! makes the paper translucent and 
Increases its strength three-fold. 


The nrst paper maker was the wasp 


and he employed the same material that 
Is being used today In our largest paper 
mill1!, namely, wood fibre. 


All of tne weekly and dally papers and 


some of the cheap books are now printed 
on wood pulp paper. 


So great has Iwcn the demand for ma- 


terial to supply our dally papers that 
the spruce forests which furnish the best 
wood pulp are rapidly disappearing and 
we are beginning- to draw on Canada to 
meet our wants. 


Europe, for Its supply, depends largely 


on Finland whcso wood pulp factories 
constitute Its leading wealth producing 
Industry. t 


USE VEGETABLE FIBRE. , 


Any vegetable flbrs capable of being 


reduced to a pulp can be made into pa- 
per. 


Straw, hemp, juts and esparto grass 


are used In making the cheaper and 
coarser kinds of paper for wrapping up 
merchandise, and lo make cardboard, 
while linen and cotton rags are requisite 
to make' tho finest grades of writing 
printing paper. 


The Chinese are said to have been the 


fim to Invent paper making from cot- 
ton. Tit* Arabians learning the art from 
the Chinese besan making paper In the 


it xvfls not Introduced Into Europe) until 
the latter part of the thirteenth cen- 
turv.

Alameda Fruit Industry 


Would Be Injured. 


TO GIVE 


75KRKELEY, Feb. 22.—The directors of 


the Chamber of Commerce and the Berke- 
ley Manufacturers' Association made pub- 
lic 
1 today resolutions unanimously adopted 


by the two bodies protesting against pro- 
posed legislation for a Sunday rest law. 
The opposition is based upon the fact 
thru the law does not exclude orchards, 
where Sunday labor is often a necessity. 


The resolutions call attention to the 


immense Importance of the law in Ala- 
meda county because of the wealth of 
orchard products herein. They deny that 
the law is in the interests of women em- 
ployed In this industry or representative 
of their sentiments. The Tesolutlons as 
idopted are as follows: 


PROTEST VOICED. 


"Whereas, The legislature of the State 


of California has under consideration a 
bill providing for a proposed Sunday rest 
law. which does not exclude from its pro- 
visions those engaged in the handling of 
perishable fruits and vegetables; and, 


"Whereas, The legislature has also un- 


doi- consideration a bill to amend the 
present law so as to limit'to eight hours 
the work da-y-of women engaged In hand- 
ling perishable fruits and vegetables; and, 


"Whereas, Said proposed laws, if enact- 


ed, woulil materially Injure tho interests 
of the thousands of wage earners of Ala- 
meda county engaged in the" fruit Indus- 
tries by seriously reducing their respective 
incomes; and, 


"Whereas, The women engaged in hand- 


ling- perishable fruits almost invariably 
work on the piece-work basis, beins priv- 
ileged to come and go from their em- 
ployment as they desire; and, 


"Whereas, The laws of nature, which 


take precedence to the laws of man, have 
so provided that the growth and matur- 


" CTIR of fruits are irregular and conse- 
quently in warm weather it frequently 
becomes necessary for those in the Indus- 
try to devote more than eight hours per 
day to their work; otherwise farmers, 
fruit growers, dryers, canners and pre- 
uervers would all suffer because of the 
great excess waste and loss of the fresh 
fruit due to the lack of sufflcient labor 
to harvest and care for the same; and, 


"Whereas, Because of the great reduc- 


*>on in the volume of such fruit that 
could be harvested, dried, canned-and pre- 


/ v^rved. the prices to t' > consuming pub- 


lic would necessarily be greatly increased, 
thereby adding to the already high cost 
of living; therefore, be it. 


"Resolved, That the Berkeley Chamber 


of Commerce does now vigorously oppose 
the bills aforesaid, and does respectfully 


-4'en.uest the representatives from Alameda. 
^County In the State legislature to vote 


against said bills."

similar import and effect, the fact being 
kept in mind that it is only during a 
bhort period, of «ach year, when warm 
weather ripens fruit rapidly, that there is 
any need for working lone hours and 
that the employes, men and women, are 
ready and willing to do their part in hand; 
ling these perishable products, reaping 
larger benefits than at any other time of 
t^C. year-and helping them to meet the 
expenses of the months when work in 
their industry is necessarily diminished.

From July to February the nation 


has consumed ninety-four million gal- 
lons of whiskey, en increase of 3.- 
000,000 gallons over the correspond- 
ing lear; 
8,000,000,000 cigarettes, an 


increase of 2,250,000,000. 4,500,000,000 
cigars, an increase of 250,000.000, and 
250,000,000 pounds ot bmoklng; and 
chewing tobacco, an increase of 12,- 
000,000 pounds. 
These are record- 


breaking figures. 


In addition, drinkers of beer aro 


resuming their stride. 
During tho 


fiscal year 1912 the consumption of 
beer fell off materially, but the first 
seven months of tho current fiscal 
year, the people of the United States 
have drunk 38,864,000 barrels, an in- 
creaso of 1,850,000 barrels over last 
year.

up and swallowed by laying hens. There 
are liens living on the filth of the man- 
ure pile and the pig pen. 
There 
are 
hens suffering from vile diseases. There 
are hens fed on slopa, moldy feed and 
garbage; in some village and town back- 
yards wading In inches of this filth. If 
milk from garbage fed cows is unlawful 
there is a :eason and such food is no 
better for laying hens than for dairy 
cows. And if food la turned by the hen 
Into blood and from the blood tha egg 
evolved It Is not nice to know that hens 
under these conditions are laying eggs. 
And few people knowing 
their 
orlffln 


would want to eat them although strictjy 
new laid. 


It is high tfme that we are more par- 


ticular about these things. 
If we are 
not wa will have state and government 
Inspection of poultry and poultry pro- 
duct;, and of all places producing same. 


"What haa been said so far is not for 


the purpose of belittling 
freshness 
In 
eggs. Freshness will always remain one 
of the prime requisites of 
good 
table 
eggs. 
The amount of eggs lost or par- 


tially lost yearly for tho 
reu.!,on 
that 
somehow, with all this hue and cry and 
emphatic demand for "fresh eggs' we 
have not yet learned to get the vast 
bulk of eggs promptly to the consumer, 
is simply enormous.

sumption Is laid by a hen In the pink 
of health, fed on a correct, os if you will, 
on a balanced ration for ess production, 
with access to plenty ol cpia fresh water 
all the time, with clean yards and houses 
so her plumage and particularly her feet 
may be- clean, with the caro taking such 
that she cannot get any spoiled or filthy 
food, with no male present, with a clean

thur H. Rostron, hero of the Titanic dis- 
aster, will bo signally honored here on 
March I. On that 'date President' Taft, 
In the presence of both houses of Con- 
gress, the full diplomatic corps, the heads 
of the army and navy, together with the ! 
social elect of the capital, will pin upon 
Captain Hostron the gold medal awarded 
him by Congress. 


This 
medal has been awarded less 


than a dozen times by Congress and Is 
the highest recognition for heroic sen-- 
lee the nation can bestow. 


At tho time the Titanic was sending 


out her distress calls there were other 
vessels nearer the doomed ship than thin 
Carpathia, -which Captain Rostron com- 
manded, tut drove his vessel to 
the 


scene of the catastrophe with top speed 
through fields of Ice. 


Te awarding of the congressional med- 


al Is only one of the great honors that 
have been shown the intrepid seaman. 
His own country has given him a medal, 
and a purse raised by private subscrip- 
tion was presented to him.

MANY FACTORS RESPONSIBLE. 
There are many factors responsible for 


the voluntary and dangerous limitation of 
families In France.

The Civil Code, -which pro- 
hibits The free testamentary disposition 
of property, also favors small families. 
This Is clearly demonstrated by a little 
village In the outskirts of Dunkirk. Ac- 
cording to the terms of a foundation dat- 
ing- from the seventeenth century, every 
family living within the village, bounda- 
ries is entitled to 24 ares (about three- 
fifths of an aero) of land: the result Is 
that births exceed deaths by 44 per cent. 
Instances of the birth rate being helght- 


eucu by juuicious legislation are numer- 
ous, notably In Bavaria and Roumanla, 
where by the suppression of some of th« 
vexatious formalities attending marrlag* 
thousands of births were gained every

Indeed the only barriers between or- 
derly procedure and absolute chaos. In 
this respect all parties are alike and it 
will surely be a long time before the 
experiment is again tried to leave every 
member of the House of Commons free 
to speak and vote as he pleases on any 
subject but that of the enfranchisement 
of women. 


This question, of course, will, and must 


come up again during the next session 
of the House of Commons and we shall 
be able to enjoy the hame sight of un- 
dignified confusion, but every politician 
of Importance will draw a sigh of relief 
when that question Is settled one way 
or tho other. The most sensible way out 
of the dilemma would undoubtedly be to 
decide it by popular referendum, and I 
have reason to suppose that this is what 
will finally be done, for if a Unionist 
government should succeed the present 
government within a short time it would 
feel just as embarrassed by the Ques- 
tion as is Mr. Asquith and his colleagues.

LONDON, Feb. 22. — Tne approaching 
centenary of 'David 
Livingstone, 
the 
great African missionary, which will be 
held here on March 19. next, brings into 
interesting relief the' only'survivor of 
the Llyingbtou party, Sir John Kirk. Sir 
John is now living In retirement 
at 
Se^enoaks and is approaching his 81st 
year. 
He was the real originator of 
the British empire in East Africa and 
when seen recently at his home lie talked 
most entertainingly of his experiences 
with Livingstone. 


"You 
see these arrows," remarked Sir 
John. 
As he spoke he pointed to a 
sheaf of arrows hanging on the wall of 
his dining room, 


"Most of them," he continued, "wero 
shot at Livingstone and myself, as -we 
explored the Rovuma. I picked th«m up 
from the deck of the boat." 
He sat resting his hands on hia ebony 
stick, his eyes gleaming momentarily as 
he told of his wonderful life in Africa, 
•where, after Livingstone had been laid 
in Westminster Abbey, he himself carried 
on the great work by putting an end to 
the slave trade on the East Coast, and 
by helping to lay tho foundations of rail- 
way and commercial expansion In Uganda 
and Niagara. 


As he strolled in his garden, he pointed 
out strange ornaments at the side of the 
path—tho skulls of an elephant and a 
hippopotamus, 
"I think I am the only 
man," said he, "who has had his thigh 
between the jaws of a hippopotamus 
and escaped. 


NARROW EECAPE. 


"Livingstone and I were traveling in 
boats up the Shire. I was lying back in 
the gunwhale steering, and taking little 
notice of anything save to keep the boat 
from running into a bunch 
of 
reeds, 
letting my leg rest carelessly the while 
along the edge of the boat. 


"Suddenly a bucketful of water was 
hurled Into the boat by the snout of a 


upper ono over my leg. Had he closed 
his Jaws he-would have crushed the boat 
and carried away my leg, but for some 
mysterious reason he turned and dived. 
We never saw him again. 
One of our 


Makololo men turned to me and said of 
the deliverance: "It's God's providence 
only." 


"Livingstone's lack of any sense of 
fear amounted almost to a weakness," 
remarked Sir John. "He would go Into 
Iho moat perilous positions 
without a 
tremor or a touch of hesitation. 1 never 
knew h'm ,to show a sign of timorous- 
noBs in any circumstances whatever. 
"Tcs," he continued, with growing cn- 
lhu«iasm. "ho was a true missionary, 
though not In any narrow sense. He had 
no personal ambition. Ills one idea was 
to benefit Africa and Africans." 
Then Sir John told tho wonderful story 


of how he ended tho slave trade on tho 
Bas» Coast, a traffic which had left des- 
erts Iti place of populous 
villages and 
was attended by horrible 
Inter-racial 
destruction that depopulated tho Central 
African lake plateau. 
Sir Bartle Frere had failed to induce 


for the stoppage of the slave trade. The

In two years -the school has graduated fitty- 


flve into matrinlony. out of seventy-nine stu- 
dents, and, according to the promoters of the 
enterprise, the great majority of those who 
failed to profit by the studies cither did not de- 
sire to wed or <iuit the classes after short 
periods and before becoming masters of the 
art of lovemaking.

* After the death of my wife I wefll' Abroad 


and was gone two years. In Paris and Vien-

_" During the first year of the school we 
taught only specific cases—studied individuals 
and applied our theories to cure certain, short- 
comings of the individual.

" I realized I was treading on, dangerous 


ground. But for the presence, of my sister and 
mother I scarcely would have dared touch the 
subject. My sister studied the sex problem 
deeply, and to her, of course, fell the duty of 
instructing the girls. I undertook to teach 
the men who came to me for help in their love 
affairs. 


" It required two years before we com- 


menced to work with raised classes'in the ab- 
stract. Before that each student was coached 
privately. The school, however, grew so that 
I was compelled to group the students by 
ages and sexes and to lecture and instruct 
them in that way. In special cases special 
training was given. 


" I lecture on love, marriage, the propaga- 


tion of the race, the duty of parents. I have 
lectured on the nervous phenomenon of bash- 
fulness and its relation to courtship and mar- 
riage; how it may be overcome by psycho- 
pathic treatments. In cases where bashful- 
ness and diffidence approach a disease I send 
the patient to a practitioner. 


" I have a big class of men once a week to

" Our school naturally has divided itself into 


distinct departments, and we have as ni&av, 
as we feel \\e can handle with*justice to them- 
ealves. 
We are compelled to refuse Snany 


who come out of mere curiosity, or worse, and 
some who COiGe with absurd desires. I had 
"an offer oi $500 last week from an aged wid- 
ower with four grown daughters and a son 
if I would pick him a good young wife- fiom 
my classes. 
I telephoned his son to place 


him under surveillance. 


" Please, if you intend to write this school 


up, do noMn any way confuse it with any, 
marriage bureau. We are not in that business. 
Wfe never introduce one of our female stu- 
dents to a male student and do not permit 
any flirting or meetings between the sexes 
here. 
We never have had a case in which 


two of our students got married, save in one 
instance, nnrt that was because both n man 
and a girl came to us for help to marry each 
other. 


" In that case we had been instructing the 


girl only a week, and when the man came we 
were compelled to conceal from each the fact 
that the other had consulted with us. 
In 


fact, the male and female students do not 
care to meet each other, probably being a 
little ashamed of being found out. We teach 
the highest morality and that true happiness 
in the married state depends largely upon it, 
both before and after wedlock." 


There was only one class in session nt the 


time. 
Miss Torrison and Miss Peters were 


instructing a class of five young men—four 


, quite young and one middle aged and serious— 
. in the art of courtship. .

"Two of the young men want to get mar-
